Annual Giving Reaches $55,000 


Annual Giving stands at $55,000 from 834 gifts, 
just over one-third of the way to the $160,000 
goal for 1970. The sources of support: 

Alumni: ie Seow ees bed 604 gifts — $28,300 

Parents and Friends: _ 230 gifts — $26,700 

The September 1 totals show the current pro- 
gram about on the dollar pace with last year, when 
Annual Giving raised $151,800 for PC. Participa- 
tion runs higher this year, as more alumni join 
in helping PC claim the $10,000 challenge grant. 

The challenge is based on getting 1,500 alumni 
gifts to the 1970 Annual Giving regardless of the 
size of the gifts. This number represents 44 per- 
cent alumni participation.

Can the Blue Hose pick up where they left off 
last year in winning five of their last six games? 

That’s the question charging the football at- 
mosphere as 75 candidates (including 34 freshmen) 
practice for the 11-game schedule facing them in 
1970. Coach Cally Gault answers with an emphatic 
“ves’—and he promises a wide-open offense to 
match the tough defensive unit. 

“We'll be better, but so will the rest of our 
opponents,” says the man who was named Caro- 
linas Conference coach-of-the-year in 1969. “We 
hope to be strong enough to fight for the title.” 

Twenty lettermen form the nucleus of a spirited 
squad that boasts more depth, greater experience 
and added confidence. And the coaches have re- 
cruited a talented freshman group. The biggest 
problem is lack of reserves at ends and tackles. 

The PC offense threatens in the air and on the 
ground. Quarterback Allen McNeill, 150-pound 
co-captain, set a new season aerial record last year 
with 1,330 yards—even though hampered by a 
busted finger. His top four receivers are back. 
One of them is Halfback Tam Milton, who caught 
30 passes for 444 yards. Milton, an aggressive 
175-pound ball-carrier, also added 658 rushing 
yards for a 3.8 average as PC’s leading runner. 
The other receivers are Ends Bill Caldwell and

Freshman 
Guard Glyn Hammock, all-state Shrine Bowler 
last year, also stands out in practice. 

Assistants Billy Tiller and Bob Strock are de- 
veloping a mobile defense that averages less than 
200 pounds in the line and around 180 in the 
secondary. The big man is Tackle Rowland 
McLaughlin, an agile 215-pound senior. 

He is paired with letterman John Perry at the 
other tackle, while lettermen Lynn Spurlin and 
Jerry Traynham protect the flanks. Junior Bobby 
Norris is premier among linebackers and assisting 
him here are lettermen Larry Tyler and Allen 
Crenshaw. The defensive backfield features Co- 
Captain Elliott Poss and sophomore lettermen 
Richard Medlin and Tony Passarello. Top de- 
fender among the current freshmen is Tackle Ted 
Wentzky, South Carolina AAAA “lineman of the 
year” in 1969.

ROTC Goes Voluntary by 1971-72 Session 


P resbyterian College is putting 
its ROTC on a voluntary 
basis in a two-step process fully 
effective by the 1971-72 school 
year. 

President Mare C. Weersing 
said the board of trustees, acting 
this summer on the college regu- 
lations requiring ROTC of all 
able-bodied male freshmen and 
sophomores, has made participa- 
tion voluntary for sophomores 
this year and for freshmen in 
the 1971-72 session. He added: 

“The board approved the re- 
port of a special committee of 
trustees, faculty and adminis- 
trative members and students. 
Its action was taken in light of 
last fall’s recommendation of the 
Special Committee on ROTC to 
the Secretary of Defense that 
ROTC is more effectively op- 
erated on a voluntary basis. 
Participation at Clemson, Fur- 
man and Wofford already is 
voluntary.” 

Trustee Chairman Eugene T. 
Wilson of Atlanta said the board 
feels the ROTC program can be 
even stronger when full volun- 
tary participation is achieved. 
The trustees favor a strong pro- 
gram, because of its benefit to 
PC students and because the 
service of reserve officers is in 
the American tradition of civilian 


influence upon the military. 
The battalion may suffer some 
drop in number from the record 
346 cadets of last year, but open- 
ing the unit to Lander students 
should help (see box). 
Presbyterian College has one 
of the oldest Army ROTC pro- 
grams in the nation, dating back 
to 1919 shortly after Congres- 
sional authorization. While par- 
ticipation in the basic course has 


been required of all freshmen 
and sophomores, enrollment in 
the advanced course has been 
voluntary for juniors and seniors. 
President Weersing said the 
ROTC unit has always been ef- 
fectively integrated into the bal- 
anced campus program at PC 
and has established a worthy 
tradition for its superior cadet 
performance and for the Army 
officers it has produced. 


Major Curriculum Changes 


Extensive curriculum changes 
accompany the 13-13-7 academic 
calendar being inaugurated this 
session. 

Although degree requirements 
remain basically the same (126 
credit hours earned with a 
quality-point ratio of 2.00 out of 
a possible 4.00), general educa- 
tion requirements have been re- 
vised and reduced. There will 
be more honors-level work for 
the best-qualified freshmen —in 
English, modern foreign lan- 
guages and the sciences — and 
more time for electives. 

Modifications have reduced 
the general education require- 
mants in English and in foreign 


PC Military Unit Opened to Lander Men 


In conjunction with making ROTC voluntary, Presbyterian 
this fall opens its military unit to male students from nearby 
Lander College. The ROTC cross-enrollment is a new concept— 
the first such attempt in South Carolina and only the second 


in the Southeast. 


Male students now comprise approximately 40 percent of 


the Lander student body. Those interested in taking ROTC 
will come to the PC campus and become a part of this unit for 
drill and instruction one afternoon per week. The Presbyterian 
ROTC staff of four officers and four enlisted men will handle 
all of the instruction and administrative work, and Third Army 
headquarters will provide uniforms and other equipment. Lander 
will bring its cadets the 27 miles from Greenwood to Clinton. 


language from 12 hours to nine 
hours—to be completed during 
the three terms of one year— 
and the religion requirement 
from nine hours to six. The for- 
eign language requirement now 
applies only to candidates for 
the BA degree, who also have 
the added requirement of three 
hours in fine arts. On the other 
hand, the six hours of mathe- 
matics previously required for 
both degrees will now apply 
only to BS candidates. 

Military science courses go off 
the required list for sophomores 
this year and for freshmen in 
1971-72 as the ROTC program 
becomes fully voluntary. Mean- 
while, the feasibility of installing 
a physical education requirement 
for men (as now exists for 
women) is under faculty study. 

Still carried among the gen- 
eral education requirements for 
both degrees are eight hours of 
a laboratory natural science, six 
hours of Western civilization his- 
tory and at least three hours of 
another social science. A possi- 
ble future requirement, pending 
its development by the faculty, 
is a course entitled the Twentieth 
Century—dealing with contem- 
porary issues and taught by a 
team of professors.
